3. Pol-Miloff said that he understood that the Rwandan Vice 
President had made a radio statement to the effect that the RPA was 
operating "screening camps" for personnel returning to Rwanda, and 
wondered what they were. COL Kayumba said that there were 
currently four such camps in which individuals were held while 
charges against them for participation in the massacres were 
investigated. The camps are located jLn_Butare , where 130 personnel 
are neang held;_Gitarama,_. which' is holdingf~120; Bugasera, where 
som^6^arslbein_g3elo^ unspecified number-of 

^ prisoners,. Current plans call for the~priSoners from Butare, 
Gitarama and Bugasera to be transferred to Kioali bv 20 Auonst. 

K-nrz yiiayiiexs me in jvigaxa. , tne pnsonners can be visited by 
international observers. The Cendarmea will hold the pzis*0nners in 
the Kigali prison until the Government of Rwanda Justice Ministry 
names a Prosecutor.

4. Marley asked Kayumba whether the Gendarmerie could be of 
assistance in several cases in which husbands of Embassy foreign 
national employees have disappeared af>»r t-hexx return to Kig<iii. 
L'OL Kayumba commented that there are three possible explanations 
for such disappearances : fcha individuals may have been arrested, in 
which case they should be in one of the "screening camps 11 ; the 
individuals may have been the victims of personal vengence (the 
Chief of Staff then commented that a few such cases have even been 
commltred by RPA personnel), in which case nothing may ever be 
known; or the individuals, if they had committed crimes, may have 
fled Kigali when they realized that their neighbors were 
identifying them as criminals. Col Kayumba promised to look into 
the cases once he. received the names of the men- If they had, in 
fact, been arrested, he would so inform the Embassy and permit a 
visit to the men at the prison.
